Believing that with 
their affirmative vote on that measure 
they have discharged their obligation to 
‘ténstituents they have concluded to go 
no farther in support of the projects 
of ‘William H. Anderson, State Superin- 
tendent of the New York Anti-Saloon 
League. 

When ratification of the amendment 
eame up for final‘action in the Assem- 
bly the vote stood 81 to 66 in favor of 
ratification. A change of twelve votes, 
therefore, would give the opponents of 
the bone-dry bill 78 votes and leave 
the advocates of the League bill four 
eshort of ‘the necessary majority of 76. 

Undoubtedly angry outpouring of sen- 
timent on the part of constituents who 
felt that they should have been afforded 
an opportunity to vote on the amend- 
ment has had something to do with the 
thanged attitude of the leaders. But 
even more important factors are assur-

Enforcement as Partisan Issue. 


These assurances came to Speaker

which led to the Federal amendment be- 
ing submitted to the several States was 
regarded by the Republicans, who will

Hitchcock .Praises Cove- 
nant as “Greatest Inter- 
national Document.”

HOUSE MEMBERS APPROVE

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The Ameri- 
can Senate, which, under the Constitu- 
tion, is the particular branch of the 
Government that shares the treaty-mak- 
ing power with the President, tonight 
refused to take snap judgment on the 
Paris covenant for a’ League of Nations. 

Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, head 
of the powerful Committee on Foreign 
Relations, with a tenure of only seven- 
teen days remaining, who some time 
after March 4 will relinquish that post 
to Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, 
was the only Senator of importance who 
was willing to discuss the terms of the 
covenant for publication. The attitude 
of the Senate was almost painfully non- 
committal). one ef atmost coniplete si- 
lence.” It was @csitueation which no 
Senator other than Mt: H ock. cared 
to make a defirite statement, for the 
very simple reason that the Senate pre- 
fers to make up its mind in its own way 
and time and to hear from the nation on 
the project. 

Senator Hitchcock ha# béen a stanch 
advocate of the project for a League of 
Nations. and was very favorably im- 
pressed with the provisions centri 
power in an executivé council from nin 
nations, five of. which will be the pres- 
ent allied powers. He looks upon*the 
proposed league as being. neither a 
‘‘ monster ’’ nor a ‘‘ s¢wing circle’’ and 
considers this draft of the covenant 
‘“‘the greatest international document 
ever produced."’ 

Republican Senators Reticent. 

Senator Lodge, Knox, and Borah, all 
of whom have declared in speeches their 
conviction that the formation of a 
League of Nations should follow the 
framing of a practical treaty of peace, 
refused point blank to comment on the 
League covenant. Although Republicans 
would not admit it, there was unmis- 
takable evidence of concerted action on 
their part in opposition to expressions of 
opinion pending careful study of the 
project. They want to-gauge the re- 
ception of the project by the country 
and carefully to assess the extent to 
which the American Government would 
be committed before going on record. 

They wish to ascertain its bearing on 
the future of the Monroe Doctrine, the 


extent to which the American Govern- |. 


ment would be bound to go to war on 
issues of vital national consequence 
following_futile resort to diplomacy, and 
the degreé to which the American people 
would be sacredly bound by the League 
to furnish men, money, and material in 
support of attempts by the League to 
enforce, its decrees in othér parts of the 
world not contiguous ‘to the American 
Hemisphere. 

Senator Hitchcock was the only mem- 
ber of the Senate Foreign, Relations 
Commiittee who would discuss the mat- 
ter at all. Senators Lodge, Borah, and

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President Comments as He Reads Draft of of ‘League 


‘and Illustrates With Hypothetical Questions 


PARIS, Feb. 14.—President Wilson's speech 
at the Peace Conference at the reading of the 
draft of the Constitution of the League of Na- 
tions follows: ; Pes 

‘“Mr. Chairman: I have the honor, and-as- 
sume it @ very great. privilege, of reporting in 
the name of the commission constituted by this 
conference dn the formulation of a plan. for the 
League ‘of Nations., I am happy to say that it 
isa unanimous report, a unanimous report from 
the representatives .of fourteen nations—the 
United. States, Great Britain, France, Italy, 
Japan, Belgium, Brazil, China, ‘Czechoslovakia, 
Greece, Poland, Portugal, Rumania, and Serbia. _ 

** I think it will be serviceable and interest- 
ing if I, with your permission, read the docu- 
ment, as the only report we have ta make."’ 

President Wilson, then read the draft. - When 
he reached Article XV, and had read through 
the second paragraph, the President esata and 
said: 

‘* IT pause to. point out that a misconception 
might arise in connection with one of the: sen- 
tenges I have just read—‘ If any party shall re- 
fuse to comply; the Council shall propose mead- 
ures necessary to give éffect to the recommen- 
dations.’ ; 

‘* A case in point, a purely hypothetical case, 
is this: Suppose there is in the possession of 2 
particular power a piece of territory, or some 
other substantial thing in dispute, to which it is 
claimed that it is not entitled. Suppose that 
the matter is submitted to the Executive Coun- 
cil for recommendation as. to the settlement of 
the dispute, diplomacy having failed, and sup-

Cites a Case for Use of Force: 


After having read ‘Article XIX. President 


Wilson also stopped and said: 


‘* Lét me say that before bettie embodied in 
thig document this was the subject matter of a- 
very careful discussion by representatives of the 
five greater parties, and that their unanimous 
conclusion is the matter embodied in this 
article.’’ 

After Seictne read the entire document, Pres- 
ident Wilsén continued as follows: 

‘* It gives me pleasure to add to this formal 
reading of the result of our labors that the 
character of the discussion which occurred at 
the sittings of the commission was not only of 
the most constructive but of the most encourag- 
ing sort. It was obvious throughout our dis- 
cussions that, although there were subjects 
upon which there were individual differences. of 
judgment with regard to the method by which 
our objects should be obtained, there was prac- 
tically at no point any serious differences of 
opinion or motive as to the en which we 
were seeking. 

‘* Indeed, while these debates were not made 
the opportunity for the expression. of enthu- 
siasm and sentiment, I think the other members 
of the commission will agree with me that there 
was an undertone of high respect and of en- 
thusiasm for the thing we were trying to do, 
which was heartening throughout every meet- 
ing, because we felt that in a way this con- 
ference did intrust unto us the expression of 
one of its highest and most important purposes, 
to see to it: that :the concord of the world in 


the future with regard to the objects of justice 


should not be ‘subject to doubt or uncertainty, 
that the co-operation of the great body of na- 
tions should be assured in the maintenance of 
peace upon terms of honor and ‘of international 
obligations. 

‘The compulsion of that task was con- 
stantly upon us, and at no point was there 
shown the slightest desire to -do anything but 
suggest the best méans to accomplish that great 
object. There is very great significance, there- 
fore, in the fact that the result was. reached 


unanimously. 


- Union of Wills That Cannot be Resisted. 


« Fourteen nations were representéd, among 
them. all of those: powers which for convenience 
we have called the: great powers, and among 
the rest a representation of the greatest variety 
of circumstances and interests. So that I think 
we are justified in saying that.the significance 
of the result, therefore, has the deepest-of all 
meanings, the union of wills in a Common pur- 
pose, a union of wills. which cannot be resisted, 
and which, I-dare say, no nation will ame the 
risk of attempting to. resist. 

_** Now as to the character of the document. 
While it has consumed some time to read this 
document, I-think you ‘will see ‘at once that it 
is very simple, and in nothing so simple as in 
the sttucture which it suggests for a Leggue.of 
Nations—a body of delegates, an Exécutive: 
Council, anda permanent secretariat. ~ 

“« When it came to the quéstion of determin- 
ing the character of the representation in the’ 
body of delegates,-we were all aware of a feel- 
ing: which is current throughout the world. In- 
asmuch as I am stating it in the presence of 





the official representatives: of ‘the vartous Gov- 
ernments here present, including’ myself, I may 
say that there is a universal feeling that the 
world cannot rest satisfied with merely official 
guidance. . There has reached us through many 
channels ‘ the feeling that if the deliberating 
body of the League of Nations was merely to be 
a body of officials representing the various Gov- 
ernments, the peoples of the world would not ~ 
be sure that some of the mistakes which pre- 
occupied officials had admittedly- made might 
not be repeated. 

** It was impossible to conceive a method or 
an asserhbly so large and various as to be really 
representative of the great body of the peoples 
of the world, because,’as I roughly reckon it, 
we represent, as we sit around this table, more 
than twelve hundred million people. You can- 
not have a representative assembly of twelve 
hundred million people, but if you leave it to 
each Government to have, if it. pleases, one or 
two-or three representatives, though only with 
a single vote, it may vary its representation 
from time to time, not only, but it may’ forig- 
inate] the choice of its several representatives. 
[Wireless here unintelligible. } 

** Therefore, we thought that -this- was a 
proper and a very prudent concession to the 
practically” universal opiniq@: of plain men 
everywhere that they wanted the door left open 
to a variety of representation, instead of being 
confined to a single official body with which 
they could or might not find themselves in 
sympathy. , e 

Provision for Discussion. 
‘e *‘ And you will notice that this body has 
unlimited rights of discussion—I mean of dis- 
S¥esion of anything: that: falls within® the ‘field 


_of dnternational relations—and that(t-is espe- 


ufdérstanditigs,. or anything that nadiy ‘Head to 
friction or trouble, is ‘everybody's budinebs,~ be- 
cause it may affect the peace of the world. 

“And inorder to saféguard the popular 
power so far as we could of this representa- 
Jive body, it is provided, you will notice, that 
when a subject is submitted, it is not to arbitra- 
tion, but to discussion by the Executive Coun- 
ci. It can, upon the initiative of either of the 
parties to the dispute, be drawn out of the Ex- 
écutive.Council into the larger forum of the 
-Senéral body of delegates, becaiise through this 
‘instfument we are depending: pfimarily and 
chiefly upon one great force, and this is the 
moral force of the public opinion of the world— 
the pleasing and clarifying and compelling in- 
fluences of publicity, so that intrigues can no 
longer have their coverts, so that designs that 
are sinister can at any time be drawn into the 
open, so that those things that are destroyed 
by the light may be promptly destroyed by the 
overwhelming light of the universal expression 
of the condemnation of the world. 

** Armed force is in the background in this 
program, but it is in the background, and if the 
moral foree of the world will not suffice, the 
physical force of the world shall. But that is 
the dast resort, because this is intended as a 
constitution of peace, not as a league of war. 

‘The simplicity of the document seems. to 
me to be one of its chief virtues, 
speaking for myself, I was unable to see the 
variety of circumstances with which this 
League would have to deal. IE was unable, 
therefore, to plan all the machinery that might 
be necessary to meet the differing’ and unex- 
pected contingencies. Therefore, I should say 
of this document that it is not a straitjacket, 
but a vehicle of life. 


A Living Thing Is Born. 


‘* A living thing is born, and we must see to 
it what clothes we put on it. It is not a vehicle 
of power, but a vehicle in which power may be 
varied at the discretion of those who exercise 
it and in accordance with the changing circum- 
stances of the time. And yet, while it is elastic, 
while it is general in its terms, it is definite in 
the one thing that we were called upon to make 
definite. It is a definite guarantee of peace. It 
is a definite guarantee by word agaifist aggres- 
sion. It is a definite. guarantee against. the 
things which have just come near bringing the 
wholestructure of civilization into ruin. 

‘Its ‘purposes do not for a.moment lie 
vague. Its purposes are declared, and its 
powers are unmistakable. It is not in contem- 


,. Plation that this should be merely a league to 


secure the peace of the world. It is a league 
which can be used for co-operation in any in- 
ternational matter. That is the significance of 
the . provision introduced concerning labor. 
There are many amelioratiofs of labor condi- 
tions which can be effected by conference and 
discussion. I anticipate that there will be a 
very great usefulness in the Bureau of Labor 
which it is contemplated shall be set up by the 
League. Men and women and children who 
work have been in the background through 
long ages, ahd sometimes seemed to be for- 
gotten, while Governments have had their 
watchful and suspitious eyes upon the manoeu- 
vres of one another, while the thought of states- 
men has been about action and the 
larger transactions of commerce and finance.”’

Premier 
Clemenceau, who is President of the 
conference, called the conference to 
order, and President Wilson arose and 
addressed the gathering. 

“I have very great pleasure,’’ said 
resident Wilson as he began, *‘in pre- 
senting the report of the commission 
which has framed the constitution of 
a League of Natiore. I am particu- 
larly happy to be able .to say it is a 
unanimous report, signed by the re 
resentatives of all the powers on t ° 
ecmmittee.’’ 

President WiJson spoke earnestly,

i , ‘is to read the 


document itself.’’ 

Thereupon he read from. a _ printed 
beet the constitution of the League, 
while the assembly followed his read- 
ing with the closest attention. 

While the President was reading, 
Mrs. Wilson, accompanied by the 
Prosident’s naval aid, was escorted to 
a place back of the delegates’ table. 

Tne reading continued thirty-five 
minutes without. interruption or ap- 
plause. As he closed, the President 
laid aside the document and spoke of 
what had been accomplished,’ The de- 
liberations of the commission had been 
most instructive, and throughout the 
proceedings there was an undertone of 
enthusiasm in the great work beihg| i 
accomplished, he said. 

The results, said President Wilson, 
represented the judgment of fourteen

Not a “ Straitjacket” Plan. 

‘““ This is a union of will in @ com- 
mon purpose,’’ the “President proceed- 
ed. ‘‘ It is a union which cannot, be 
resisted, and, I dare say, one which no 
nation will attempt to resist.’’ 

The President pointed out that the 
document was no ‘‘ straitjacket.’’ It 
was elastic, and not a vehicle of 
might, he said. It was yet to be de- 
veloped, and as yet care should be 
taken as to the clothes put on it. 
While elastic, yet it was definite. 

** It is definite,’’ continued President 
Wilson, ‘‘ as a guarantee of peace. It 
is definite as a guarantee against ag- 
gression. It is definite against renew- 
al of such a cataclysm as has just 
shaken civilization.’’ 

The President spoke with especial 
emphasis as he referred to the wrongs 
committed against helpless peoples. 

‘“‘There is one especially notable 
feature in this document,’’ he said. 
** We are done with annexations of 
helpless peoples, at times accomplished 
in the past for the purposes of the ex- 
ploiting of these peoples. In this doc- 
ument we recognize that these help- 
less communities are first to be helped 
und developed, and that their own in- 


terests and well-being shall come be- t 


tore any material advantage to the 
mandatory intrusted with their case.’ 

‘roo often in the past, the President 
added, the world had seen the lands 
of helpless communities appropriated 
for political purposes. 

“* And so,’’ he said, ‘‘ while this is a 
practical document, ‘tt is above all a 
human document. It is practical, and 
ut the same time it: is designed td 
purify, to rectify, ‘to elevate.’’ 

President Wilson closed his address 
at 4:80 o’clock, having read and 
spoken for just one hour. An inter- 
preter then proceeded to render a dis- 
course, which occupied another hour. 

Lord Robert Ceeil, head of the Brit- 
ish Commission on the League of Na- 
tions, followed the interpreter in an 
earnest speech. It was a good omen, 
said Lord Robert, that this document 
bad been laid before the world before 
heing finally enacted, so that people 
everywhere could advise upon and 
criticise it. The problem had been 
une of great difficulty, for it was to 
preserve the peace of the world with 
the least possible interference with na- 
tional sovereignty. 

The results accomplished, he con- 
tinued,, embraced two main princi- 
ples—first, no nation shall go to war 
until every other means of settlement 
shall be fully and fairty tried; second, 
no nation shall forcibiy seek to dis- 
turb a territory’s integrity or inter- 
fere with the political independence of 
the nations of the world. 

These were the great principles, but 
later another great principle must be 
laid down, namely, that no nation 
should retain armaments fit only for 
aggressive purposes. 

Dr. Vittoriq Orlando, the Italian 
Prime Minister, expressed deep satis- 
faction at having collaborated in what 
was going to be one of the greatest 
documents of history. He would not 
speak of the merits of the scheme, Dr. 
Orlando continued, as these had been 
explained by one whose noble inspira- 
tion had brought it into existence. 
The war had brought forth the neces- 
sity for this document. 

‘*Thus born out of the pains of 
war,’’ the Premier exclaimed, ‘‘ this 
is a document of freedom and right 


which represents the redemption of. 


humanity by sacrifice.’’ 
France Makes Some Reservations. 


Leon Bourgeois of the French dele- 
gation spoke in behalf of France on 
the good-will which, he said, had pre- 
vailed in formulating the project. At 
the same time, he said, the French 
delegates reserved the right to* pre- 
sent their views on certain details of 
the plan as a whole, which was a 
work of right and justice and knew no 
distinction between . great and small 
States. 

Later, he said. this beginning must 
be extended by a limitation of arma- 
ments. One of the chief results of 
the victory was in permitting the dis. 
armament of the barbarous nation 

, that had stood in the way of world 
disarmament.

° 7 , COVENANT. 
PREAMBLE—In order to. promote inter- 


national co-operation and to secure international . 


peace.and seoutity by the acceptance of obitga- 
tions not to resort to war, by the prescription 
of open, just and honorable relations between 
nations, by the firm establishment of the under- 
standings of international law as the .actual 
rule of conduct among governments, and by the 
maintenance of justice and a scrupulous respect 
for all treaty obligations in the dealings of or- 
gantsed people with one another, the powers 
signatory to this covenant adopt this constitu- 
tion of the League of Nations: \ 
‘ARTICLE I. 

The action of the high contracting parties 
under the terms of this covenant shall be 
effected through the. instrumentality of a 
meeting of a body of delegates representing the.

In any case under this adrticle the award 
of the arbitrators shall be made within a rea- 
sonable time, and the recommendation of the 
Executive Council shall be made within six 
months after the submission of the dispute. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


The high contracting parties agree that when- 
ever any dispute or difficulty shall arisebetwéen 
them, which they recognize to be suitable for 
submission to arbitration and which cannot. be 
satisfactorily settled by diplomacy, they will 
submit the wholé matter to arbitration. For 
this. purpose. the court of ‘arbitration to which 
the case is referred shall be the court agreed 
on by the parties or stipulated in any conven- 
tion existing between them. The high contract- 
ing parties agree that they will carry out-in full 
good faith any award that may be rendered. In 
the event of any failure to carry out the award 
the Executive Council shall propose what steps 
can best be taken to give effect thereto. 


ARTICLE XIv. 

The“Executive Council shall formulate plans 
for the establishment of a permanent court of 
international justice, and this court shall, when 
establisted, be competent to hear and determine, 
any matter which thé parties recognized as 


suitable for. -submission to it for arbitration 
under the foregoing article.’ * 


' ARTICLE XV. 

If there should arise between States, mem- 
bers of the League, any dispute likely to lead to 
rupture, which is not submitted to arbitration 
as above, the high contracting parties agree 
that they will refer the matter to the Executive 
Council; either party to the dispute may give 
notice of the existence of the dispute to the 
Secretary General, who will make all necessary 


arrangements for a full investigation and con- 
sideration thereof. For this purpose the parties 
agree to communicate to the Secretary General, 
as promptly as possible, statements of their 
case, with all the relevant facts and papers, 
and the Executive Council may forthwith direct 
the publication thereof. 

Where the efforts of the council lead to the 
settlement of the dispute, a statement shall be 
published, indicating the nature of the dispuite 
and the terms of settlement, together with such 
explanations as may be appropriate. If the dis- 
pute has not been settled, a report by the coun- 
cil shall be published, setting forth with all 
necessary facts and explanations the recom- 
mendation which the council think just and 
proper for the settlement of the dispute. If the 
report is unanimously agreed to by the mem- 
bers of the council, other than the parties to 
the dispute, the high contracting parties agree 
that they will not go to war with any party 
which complies with the recommendations, and 
that, if. any party shall refuse so to comply 
the council shall propose measures necessary to 
give éffect to the recommendations. If no such 
unanimous report can be made it shall be the 
duty of the majority and the privilege of the 
minority to issue statements; indicating what 
they believe to be the facts, and contain ng the 
reasons which they consider to be just and 
proper 

The Executive Council may in any case under 
this article refer the dispute to the body of 
delegates. The dispute shall be so referred at 
the request of either party to the dispute, pro- 
vided that such request must be made within 
fourteen days after the submission of the dis- 
pute. In a case, referred to the body of dele- 
gates, all the provisions of this article, and of 
Article XII., relating to the action and powers 
of the Executive Council, shall apply to the 
action and powers of the body of delegates. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


Should any of the high contracting parties 
break or disregard its covenants under Article 
XI. it shall thereby ipso facto be deemed to 
have committed an act of war against all the 
other members of the League, which _hereby 
undertakes immediately to subject it to the sev- 
erance of all trade or financial relations, the 
prohibition of all intercourse between their na- 
tionala and the nationals of the covenant-break- 


ing State and the prevention of all financial,

STOCKS REFLECT OPTIMISM 


Upward Movement Resumed — Few 
Traces. of Hostifity to the 
American Attitude.

PARIS, Feb. 13.—The anxiety that 
clouded the Paris atmosphere during 
the last few days has given way to.re- 
lief and satisfaction. Government 
stocks, which had fallen on the aver- 
age three-quarters of a point in forty- 
eight hours, yesterday resumed their 
upward movement that has - been 
steady since the armistice.. The press 
today reflects the general sentiment 
that the Supreme Allied Council has 
reached an agreement which fully 
safeguards France's interests. There 
are but few traces of the so-called hos- 
tile attitude toward the American 
point of view which, Frenchmen say, 
was rather an expression ‘of French 
patriotic alarm than of a deliberate 
wish to find fault. The headlines in

There will be criticisms of this con- 
stitution because. it does not go, far 
enough in this respect, and these criti- 
cisms will come mainly from opponents 
of any League of Nations, who will-.com- 
plain that the covenant is worthless be- 
cause it is without teeth. We have to 
remember, however, that it was seyenty- 
six years after the adoption of the 
Constitution of the United States before 
the principle was established that a 
sovereign State could be coerced; yet 
in that period a great and wonderful 
Government was built up which proved 
in the crisis that it could sustain itself. 
All this may come about again in re- 
spect to the League of Nations. Co- 
ercion is the last resort, not the first 
resort, and what the Declaration of 
Independence calls ‘“‘ a decent respect to 
the opinions of mankind ’’ is something 
that cannot safely be defied, as Im- 
periak Germany learned to her complete 
destruction.

EARLY OPPONENTS -

NO HARD FEELINGS REMAIN 


Much Importance Attached to Pro- 
vision for Admitting Neutral 
and Enemy States. 


PARIS, Feb. 14, (Associated Press. ) 
-—Now that the project for the crea- 
tion of a League of Nations has been 
successfully launched, it. may ‘be 
proper to tell of some of the difficul- 
ties encountered and to indicate the 
status of some of the great issues re- 


Conference. 

While: there was ungnimity as to 
the desirability of a League of Na- 
tions, it soon developed that some 
delegates, skeptical of its immediate 
efficiency, desired to maintain the oid 
order of-balances of power and pro- 
tected frontiers until the new system 
had demionstrated its capacity to meet 
the needs of peace-loving nations: Pa- 
tient-endeavor and many long sessions 
of the Supreme Council itself, and 
afterward of the special commission 
created to deal with the subject, were 
necessary to establish to the. satisfac- 
tion of these threatened dissenters the 
impossibility of continuing the old or- 
der while installing the new. 

It was only within the last week 
that the difficulties facing the League | 
of Nations were overcome, although 
with some misgivings. The doubting 
nations were induced to try the experi- 
ment of relying upon the honor and | 





common interest of the other nations | land, 


to insure the success of the project. 
Then there was the difference over 
the question of mandatories for back- 
ward peoples. Rather heated argu- 
ments developed at times, but these 
differences also ‘were adjusted with 
unanimity in the end. 

Various big issues presented them- 
selves, some of which were skillfully 
diverted to commissions which are to 
report afterward to the League of Na- 
tions, while others were rather sud- 
denly disapproved in the light of the 
development ef the plan for the 
League of Nations. 

Of* such was the vexed question of | 
freedom of the seas that jeopardized 
the support of Great Britain. It was | 
realized that with a perfect League of | 
Nations there would be no neutrals, | 
and that consequently no questions | 
could arise as to freedom of the ee | 
in time of war, while in time of peace | 
equitable. relations between nations | 
were guaranteed by special provisions | 
of the covenant. } 


Enemy State Can’t Enter Yet. 


Finally, after these discussions were 
over, it can be stated that no ha 
feelings remained. There was abso- 
lute unanimity, so. far as the special 
commission was concerned, and those 
nations which at first had doubted the 
efficiency of the project came out of 
the discussions in an attitude of its 
firmest advocates. 

Looking to the future, the spe- 
cial commission attaches much im- 
portance to the provision made for 
the admission to the League’of neu- 
tral and enemy States. , 

The enemy States are known to be 
anxious to adhere, but the commission. 
has taken .every precaution to make 
sure that they enter with proper mo- 
tives and prepared to live up to bea! 
obligation’ of the league. z | 

The point was made that such adhe- 
sion should be encouraged, as it was | 
highly desitable, having at heart the | 
interest of the whole world, that. the) 
industries of enemy States and neutral 
countries, which suffered from the} 
blockade, be set in motion at the | 
earliest possible moment. | 
“This decision was not based, upon | 
sympathy for Germany, but upon the 
conviction that the safety of Conti- 
nental Europe, and perhaps ‘of the 
world, depended upon turning the Ger- 
man population into ways of industry, 
so that it might be able to produce 
goods %o pay off the enormous indem- 
nities which are to be imposed upon it. 
It was the conviction that otherwise 
Germany might soon drift into. the 
condition -of Russia, and that there 
would be no responsible Government 
with which the peace treaty could be 
concluded. In that case it would be 
necessary for the Peace Congress to 
continue indefinitely in existence, 
awaiting the social and economic reor- 
ganization that might follow an era of 
Bolshevism lasting, perhaps, for years. 

Russia itself was regarded by the 
delegates as the great problem yet to 
be settled, although the hope was ex- 
pressed that the Prinkipo conference 
would be realized and something like 
peaceful relations restored between the 
factions. It was regarded as necessary, 
at the outset to convince the Boishe- 
vist elements that the Peace Confer-~ 
en¢e had no desire to force upon’‘them 
settlements of debts and other such 
matters as conditions of a successful 
conference.

“In these circumstances,’’ says the 
Times, ‘‘satisfaction at his return can- 
not but be diluted by anxiety as to who 
his successor will be.

Lord ‘Reading left Washington as long 
ago as last July for a flying visit home, 
and he has been detained until this 
week by a series of unexpected duties in 
London and Paris. Doubtless these du- 
ties have been of ‘great importance to 
the affairs of the Allies, but his failure 
to r€turn to the United States has not 
prevented serious heart-searching 
among our friends across the Atlantic.

DOUBT RUMANIAN REVOLT. 


Paris Lacks Official Confirmation of 
Reported Rising. 


PARIS, Feb. 14.—In discussing rumors 
of. a revolt in Rumania, the Petit Pa- 
risien in an. editorial says that the’ re- 
ports should be reecived with caution.

LONDON, Saturday, Feb. 15.—The 

London papers this morning greet the 

League of Nations draft with- hearty 

sympathy and find: much to commen 

in its spécific clauses. ‘ 
The Daily Chronicle says éditorially: 
‘The ‘draft of the League iof Na- 
tions covenant contains no surprises 
and strikes us as a very hopeful and 
satisfactory rendering‘of the conclu- 
sions to which opinion throughout the 


allied world is coming round.’’ 

The Daily Mail says that the vital 
question is-how far the new league is 
likely to prevent war and guarantee 
its members against a treacherous at- 
tack such as that delivered by the Ger- 
mans on Belgium in defiance of sol- 
emn treaties and assurances. 

‘* On points of detail,’’ it proceeds, 
‘“ there will doubtless be an improve- 
ment later, but the general outline 
will everywhere be received with sym- 
pathy. It represents:a noble effort to 
achieve-a great ideal.’’ 

The Daily News welcomes the pro- 
posal that existing agreements incon- 
sistent with the spirit and- purpose of 
the League shall be abrogated: It con- 
tinues: 

‘* There can be no infallible proof of 
the effectiveness of the League until it 
actually is in being and at work, byt 
the Pafis draft is in itself a convincing 
answer to those critics who saw in the 
whole conception of a League merely 
the dream of amiable idealists. It is 
manifest that the League is & pro- 
foundly practical proposition which, 
though it may not abolish war in a 
week, will beyond all question make 
so smooth the way of ~peace and so 
hard the path of war that fear of: im- 
pending~ hostilities will: immediately be 
lifted from the earth.’’ 

The Daily News thinks that there are 
three points around which criticism 
may be expected to centre, namely, the 
constitution of the League, the voting 
strength of its members and the ar- 
rangerhents for’the admission of new 
States; The paper remarks: 

‘* It is-important that the League 
should be no mere alliance of the En- 
tente powers: and the sooner neutral 
and enemy States can be accepted into 
membership the soonfr will the League 
reach its maximum effectiveness.’’ 

The Daily Express calls the covenant 
& ‘‘ Magna Charta of the world.’’ It 
notes that many of the extreme ideas 
with which the League project was en- 
cumbered in its early stages of devél- 
opment have been toned down. 

‘* The dangerous dogma about, the 
freedom of the seas,’’ it says, *‘ seems 
to have evolved into a staterhent that 
the League shall ‘ secure and main- 
tain freedom of transk and equitable 
treatment..for the commerce of. all 
States.’ One clause suggests that of- 
fensive and defensive alliances such as 
that, for instance, between Japan and 
England, shall be. abrogated, but this 
is only where such treaties contravene 
the fundamental principles of the 
League. 

‘* Taken altogether, the covenant is 
one pregnant with good for the peace 
and prosperity of the world. It has 
justified the labor spent on it and in 
its modified form it is an indication 
that President Wilson has learned a 
great deal since he came to Europe.”’ 


Morning Post Is Critical.

It was con- 
tained in the following message from the 
Archbishop of Omsk, President of the 
supreme administration of the Orthodox 
Church : 

‘* Having eclned supreme power in Rus- 
sia in 1917 the Maximalists proceeded to 
destroy not only the cultivated classes of 
society but have also swept away reli- 
gion itself, the representatives of the 
Church, and religious monuments vene- 
rated by all. 

“The Kremlin cathedrals of Moscow 
and those in the towns of Yaroslav and 
Simferopol have been sacked and many 
churches have been defiled. Historical 
sacristies as well as the famous li- 
braries of the Patriarichs of Moscow and 
Petrograd have been pillaged. . Viadi- 
emer, Metropolitan of. Kiev, twenty 
* Bishops, and hundreds of priests have 


the Bolsheviki cut off the limbs of their 
vietims, some of whom were buried alive. 
Religious processions followed by great 
masses of people at Petrograd, Toula, 
Mharkov, and Eoligalitch were fired 
upon. 

“Wherever tne Bolsheviki are in 
Pewer the Christian Church is perse- 
euted with even greater ferocity than in 
the first three centuries of the Christian 
era. Nuns are being violated, women 
made common property and license, and 
the lowest passions are rampant. One 
gees everywhere death, misery, and fam- 
ine. The population is utterly cast 
down and subjected to most terrifying 
experiences. Some are purified by their 
sufferings, but others succumb. 

** Only in Serbia and the region of the 
Ural Mountains, where the Bolsheviki 
have been expelled, is the existence of 























the civil and religious population pro- 
tected under the aegis of law and order. 

‘‘It is with most profound sadness | 
that we acquaint your Grace with the | 
misery from which millions of real Rus- ; 
ajans are suffering. In the name of hu- | 
man solidarity, and in the’ spirit of 
Christian brotherh6od, we trust we shall 
be able to count upon your Grace's com- 
passion."’

BIG FIRE SWEEPS 
SAVANNAH TERMINALS 


Loss of Millions to Seaboard Air 
Line and Fertilizer Plant—+. 
Smoke Hampers Firemen. 





SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 14.—Fed by 
large quantities of resin and turpentine, 
fire late today destroyed the plant of 
the Southern - Fertilizer and Chemical 
Company here ahd burned a swath three 
city blocks long and about 200 feet wide 
through the terminals of the Seaboard 
Air Line Railroad on Hutchinson Island, 
with a loss estimated at millions of dol- 
lars. 

Cotton, naval mores. sugar, lumber, 
and nitrate of soda added to the inten- 
sity of the, flames, “which ‘were con- 
trolled after five hours of fighting by 
the combined forces of the Taivoad 
ng and the city, aided by fire 

The efforts of the firemen: were 
hindered by_a thick, suffocating smoke 
arising from the burning resin and tur- 
pentine, — by a wind which was al- 
most a

The fire, the origin of which has not 
been: determined, was discovered in t 
railroad terminal at 3. o’Glock in’ the 
afternoon‘and quickly spread to _the fer- 
tilizer~ p It was brought under 
control at o'clock.

DEFER STOCK | ISSUE SUIT. 


| City Counsel Asks ‘Aoke Delay’ in Citizens | 
Union Injunction Appeal. 





The application of the Citizens Union; 


for an injunction restraining the city 
from issuing $4,500,000 in corporate stock 
to cover the overhead expenses of the 
Public Service Commission, in connec- 
tion with the construction ‘of the dual 
system of rapid transit, will be argued 
this morning before Justice; Cropsey_ of 
the Supreme Court of Brooklyn. It was 
expected that the matter would be 
thrashed out yesterday, but the Corpora- 
tion Counsel asked for the delay because 
the. application came as a complete sur- 
prise to him and_it was necessary to 
make some preparations in order to 
properly represent the city. 

It is the claim of the applicant that 
the issue of the stock would be illegal 
because it was partly for the purpose of 
paying debts that had already been paid 
out: of taxes,; The Public Service Com- 
mission is anxious that its expenses in 
connection ‘with rapid transit work 
should not be’ met by the issue of cor- 
porate stock because that would be 
charged against the borrowing capacity 
of the city” and might endanger the 
chance of ovtaining the $25,000,000 need- 
ed: to complete the work. it wants the 
money paid out of the taxes instead, 
but it was said. that the Controller is 
opposed .to this for the reason that he 
is seeking to keep the tax rate down 
to the lowest possible point.

It was a positive inspiration for 
Maestro Oscar Hammerstein. to have 
made over Mary Garden into the image 
of-a lovely youth, when years ago he 
froze the scalp of Massenet by suggest-, 
ing that Jean in “' Le Jongleur de Notre 
Dameé’’ be sung by a girl instead of a 
tenor. » The end justified the means: 
Too many males would have spoilt the 
broth. Miss Garden sang and enacted 
Jean for the first time this season at 
the Lexington Theatre last night. It is 
a familiar assumption and much ad- 
mired. From the sultry paganism of 
Cleopatré to the unforced pathos of the 
beloved vagabond is traversing a world. 

But Miss Garden is nothing if not 
versatile. That slender fluting glide, her 
nalIve charm, the joy of life which she 
expressed in Act I., are wonderfully 
appealing. Her acolyte looked like the 
head of a Fra Angelica angel. She even 
wears her tonsure with a difference. 
The death scene was touching, though 
the halo of the adorable scapegrace did 
not fit. That she was a trifle fatigued 
was evident, and her voice sometimes 
sounded weary. The usual triumph was 
awaiting her all the same. Her Jean is 
a masterpiece in. miniature. 

Auguste Bouilliez, an artist who should 
be heard oftencr, was Boniface. He re- 
ceived. a spontancous tribute after his 
golo in Act III. Gustave Hubérdeau was 

the ‘Prior; further criticism is unneces- 
sary. The performance was a smooth 
one under Mr. Charlier, who exposed the 
transparency of the orchestration with 
hig accustomed tact. He had the juste 
milieu in his tonal balance. The opera 
was followed by a ballet divertissement 
in which Andreas Pavley and Serge 
Oukraineky with the Russian ballet ap- 


peared.

CONSTITUTION OF THE LEAGUE. 

Reduced to its substantive provisions 
and actual meaning, the draft of the 
Constitution of the League .of Na- 
tions takes the form indicated in the 
most recent dispatches from Paris, 
that simple form which has been in- 
sisted upon in these columns as es- 
sential to its acceptance by all the 
nations. The substance cf the League 
is this: The high contracting parties 
agree in Article XII. that should dis- 
putes arise between them which di- 
plomacy fails to adjust ‘* they will in 
** no case resort to war without pre- 
** viously submitting the questions 
** and matters involved either to ar- 
** bitration or inquiry by the Execu- 
** tive Council.’’ |The arbitral tri- 
bunal: may be either one choseh by 
the parties to the dispute or it may 
be the Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice, established by the Ex- 
ecutive Council. This committee is to 
consist of representatives of the 
United States, the British Empire, 
France, Italy, and Japan, with rep- 
resentatives of four other States, 
members of the League. Should a 
dispute be referred to the Executive 
Council, it is to make full investiga- 
tion, it may publish the briefs or 
statements of both parties; if its 
efforts do:not lead to a settlément, the 
Council will make public the facts and 
explanations together with its recom- 
mendation of a proper settlement. If 
the Council’s report is unanimous, all 
the members of the League agree that 
**thev will not go to war with any 
** party which complies with the rec- 
** ommendations,’’ and the Council will 
consider measures necessary to give 
effect to its finding. Also the Ex- 
ecutive Council may refer the dispute 
to the whole body of delegates rep- 
resenting the entire League. 

Next as to the sanctions, the means 
of enforcing peace. It is provided in 
Article XVI. that any of the members 
of the League breaking or disregard- 
ing the covenant of peace contained 
in Article XII., 

shall thereby de facto be deemed to 

have committed an act of war against 

all the other members of the League, 
which hereby undertake immediately 
to subject it to the severance of all 
trade or financial-relations, the pro- 
hibition of all intercourse between 
their nationals and the nationals of 
the covenant-breaking State, and the 
prevention of all financial, commer- 
cial, or personal intercourse between 
the nationals of the covenant-breaking 

State and the nationals of any. other 
State, whether a member of the League 

er not. 

Jo nation not blinded by fury or by 
the spirit of militarism now pretty well 
extinguished would wish to. bring down 
upon itself this terrible penalty for 
transgression. But provision is made 
for sterner measures, and made in a 
. manner any nation can accept what- 

ever may be its constitutional formula 

in respect to declarations of war. It 
will be the duty. of the Executive 

Council, in case of violations of the 

compact, ‘‘ to recommend what effect- 

** ive military or nayal force the mem- 

“bers of the League shall severally 

ee contribute to the armed force to be 

“used to protect the } covenants of the 

** League.” Opponents of the League | 
: In this country will at once pounce 

upon the word “‘ shall-’’ as indicating 

a compuision upon the members, in- 

cluding the Unitéd States, to contrib- 

ute their part of the military force 
employed against the offending nation. 

Article XVI. of the Constitution of the 

League will not bear that construc- 

tion. The Executive Committee has 

power only ‘to recommend.” If 
the use of military force: is com- 
pulsory upon one, it is compulsory 
upon all, and the language used at the 
end ‘of the article shows that that“is 
not contemplated. It is provided that

dent that some members of the League 
may employ. military force, others 
may not, and the idea of compulsion 
disappears. . Participation in ‘the use 
of military force will be optional with 
the United States, or with any other 
Power which cannot make a general 
pledge to go to war in contingencies 


arising quite beyond its control, be-’ 


cause it must first consult its ‘Parlia- 
ment or Congress.. That removes oné 
of the objedfions to the League upon 
which chief emphasis has ane: placed 
in this country. 

This is*the meat and meaning of the 
draft in so far as it immediately re- 
lates to the preservation of the world’s 
peace. In’ respect to the German 
eolonies, and to certain other peoples 
set free as the result of the war, the 
mandatory principle is applied. The 
interests of “these peoples are to be 
considered as ‘‘ a sacred trust of civ- 
ilization,’’ and the advanced nations, 
qualified for the task by reason of 
their resources and experiénce and 
their geographical position, are to act 
as mandatories on behalf of the 
League for the protection of these 
races who are ‘‘ not yet able to stand 
by themselves.'’ ‘‘ Certain communi- 
ties ’’ formerly under the oppressive 
rule of Turkey may be provisionally 
recégnized as independent, but they 
will be advised and aided by some 
mandatory Power, their own wishes 
being ‘‘ a principal consideration in 
**the. selection of the mandatory 
‘* Power.’’ Powers’ exercising the 
trust over the African colonies of 
Germany will. be responsible also for 
administration and the protection- of 
the natives. against abuses such as 
the slave trade and tgaffic in arms or 
liquor. The interests of the Union of 
South Africa and of Australia have 
plainly been consulted in the provision 
that territories in Southwestern Africa 
and certain of the Pacific islands will 
be intrusted to the care of manda- 
tories in’ geographical proximity, and 
the laws of the mandatory State will 
apply to them. Secret treaties made 
during the war are disposed of by 
Article XXV., in which the contract- 
ing parties agree that the covenant of 
the League ‘‘ is accepted as abrogat- 
‘*ing all obligations inter se which 
‘*are inconsistent with the - terms 
** thereof.’’ ee 

The preamble is part of the covenant, 
and that lays down the prescription 
‘of open, just, and honorable re- 
‘* lations between nations by the firm 
‘* establishment of the understandings 
‘* of international law as the actual 
‘*rule of conduct dmong Govern- 
** ments, and by the maintenance of 
‘* justice.’’ 

There is no specific reference to 
the islands of the Marshall and 
Caroline groups, claimed by Japan. 
But it would seem to be plain that the 
acceptance of this covenant would re- 
quire of Japan that she submit her 
title to those islands to be passed on 
by the Peace Conference, the deter- 
mination to be reached with due re- 
gard to international justice and the 
interests ofall the nations. 

The authors of this draft have so 
far yielded to the pacifist belief that 
wars are brought on and prolonged by 
the makers of munitions that they re- 
quire in Article VIII. that the Execu- 
tive Council shall advise ‘‘ how the evil 
‘* effects attendant upon such manu- 
*‘ facture can be prevented.’’ This is 
not/going very far, and it is well that 
the question should be considered with 
great care. It has been often enough 
pointed out that if the manufacture 
of munitions is to be restricted to 
State authority, peacefully disposed 
nations and the world’s peace might 
shortly be at the mercy of Powers 
devotéd, as Germany was so long de- 
voted; to the development of military 
strength as the leading policy of the 
State. Labor has a plank in ‘this 
draft, of which it may be slow to 
understand the full meaning. The 
members of the League will endeavor 
“to secure and maintain fair and 
‘* humane conditions of labor for men, 
‘* women, and children both in their 
‘‘ own countries and in all the coun- 
‘* tries to which their commercial and 
‘* industrial, relations extend ’’; they 
will also establish a permanent Bureau 
of Labor. . This at once brings the 
labor unions before the great. tribunal 
of the nations. Any atterhpt on their 
part to secure something more than 
‘* fair and-humane conditions of’ la- 
bor ’’ will ‘meet the challenge of ‘the 
Léague, which is based upon prin¢iples 
of justice and of common interest, the 
interest .not of class, but of all; the 
people of the. world. 

The decision to make the draft pub- 
lic, in order that it ‘might have: full 
consideration, was wisely taken, ‘it is 
in accord with Mr. W1Lson’s principle 

of *‘ covenants operily arrived at.’’

‘Therefore, a Socialist President cannot 


say that he is. the President of the 
whole people in any such’ sense as an 
American, however partisan, might 
say it. Wherever the interests of the 
people do not clash with those of the 
aristocracy, he means to say, he will 
be impartial; where they do he will 
only be as-impartial as he can. Ap- 
parently he also means to say that in 
religious matters: he will deal: equally 
with all, and that if any sectarian 
party demands anything at his hands 
it will probably not get it, ‘unless it 
conflicts with the interests of no other 
sect. When he says, ‘‘ The privileges 
‘‘of birth have already been elimi- 
**nated from politics and are being 
‘* eliminated from social life,’’ he gives 
an idea of some of the difficulties of a 
German President who’should think of 
being ‘‘ President of the whole peo- 
ple ’’ in-an American senge. 

\He says: ‘‘ We shall combat bieaite- 
**tion by force to .the utmost from 
‘whatever direction. it may come.”’ 
By that he means that he will fight 
equally against an imperjalist yeaction 
and domination by the Allies. ‘He 
probably means, too, that he will resist 

any attempt to broaden the térms of 
the armistice or to disarm the Rhine 
provinces, since these are the only 
things that could possibly be construed 
even by a German as ‘‘ domination by 
force '’ by the Allies. The same im- 
plication is to be found in what he 
says about'‘‘ our freedom to shape our 
destinies at home and abroad.’’* That 
freedom is not threatened, unless Ger- 
mans think it is threatened by the two 
proposals mentioned. The sentence, 
too, may contain a warning to the 
friends of the - Kaiser. This declara- 
tion of policy is unexpectedly clear and 
candid.. ‘The Allies now know “What 
to expect from the new Government; 
and so does HINDENBURG. 








COURT-MARTIAL REFORM. 

Only a sense of duty would have 
prompted Brig. Gen. Samus. T. 
ANSELL, acting Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, who is a West Pointer, to con- 
demn the court-martial authority of 
the army as it has been exercised since 
the United States entered the war. 
Summoned before the Senate Military 
Affairs ,Committee, General ANBSELL 
said on Thursday: 

The sentences imposed for slight of- 
fenses by the. courts-martial have 
shocked every sense of justice. They 
have reached the heights of injustice. 
The sentences in many instances bore 

no reasonable relationship to the of- 
fenses committed. 

‘General ANsELL did not defend 
court-martial sentences of the past, 
the pre-war period; they had often 
been harsh, and the. system being 
archaic the victims could obtain no re- 
lief, unless the President intervened. 
But there were recent proceedings that 
were particularly revolting; and which 
General ANSELL, with no encourage- 
ment from his superiors, had taken 
charge of to see that justice was done. 
There was the case of the twelve non- 
commissioned officers who were dis- 
honorably discharged and sentenced to 
from three to five years’ imprisonment 
on account of .a ‘‘ minor disagree- 
ment ’’ in one of the army camps with 
some. West Point soldiers. 

In spite of a ruling of the War De- 
partment that there was no authority 
for review beyond that of the com- 
manding officer, General ANSELL 
assertéd his right of review under a 
statute of 1862, reopened fhe case, set 
the sentences aside, and restored the 
men to duty. He did more. He wrote 
to the Secretary of War and told him: 
‘* You. cannot approve the iniquity: of 
such a system.’’ According to the 
General's testimériy before the Senate 
Military Affairs.. Committee, Mr. 
Baker did not-support him, being ad- 
vised, it seems, that General ANsELL 
had no right to review procéedings. 
Nevertheless, he has persisted in what 
he considers the line of his duty. To 
resolve any doubt, Senator CHAMBER- 
LAIN has introduced aebill giving the 
Judge Advocate General the power of 
review, so that a commanding officer 
shall not exercise it exclusively. 

A flagrant case of abuse of court- 
martial authority cited by General 
ANSELL—it seems incredible in this 
age—was that of a recruit, a mere boy, 
who for refusing to give up some cig- 


kitchen and for defying his" superiors 
with an oath was tried, convicted, dis- 
* |nonorably discharged, and sentenced to 
forty years in jail. The Colonel of 
the regiment reduced the gentence to}' 
ten years, but the reduction. was, at 
the best, . an-admission ‘that the ‘pro- 
ceeding had been indefensible. 
‘pression is not discipline. There are 
methods not cruelly punitive of bring- 
ing an, insybordinate recruit to his 
senses. They are knbwn at every 
post. Said General ANSELL: ** In

‘* don’t ‘know how to defend: them- 
** selves.’ 

Contrast these terrible senteinan: for 
offenses committed under extenuating 
circumstances with the release: froma 
prison of ‘‘conscientious objeetors’’’ 
who had refused: to do any. soldierly 
duty at all. Consider that scores of 
them received their liberty .with back 
pay and what was practically an apol- 
ogy from the Government. It is very 
difficult. to reconcile this amiable 
clemency to slackers, honest or other- 
wise, with failure to support General 
ANSBELD’s insistence upon the, right— 
or privilege—of review in court-mar- 
tial cases. He had the courage to tell 
Secretary Baker that abuse of court- 
martial authority was ‘‘ personal ab- 
solutism.’’ There must be & reform in 
methods in the War Department.

NATIONAL PORT DANGERS. 

There is to be a meeting, of the 
leading officials of New York and New 
Jersey today with a view of uniting 
their efforts for the protection of this 
port against the dangers which threat* 
en it, and which are not fanciful. The 
Chamber of Commerce has just issued 
its report showing that ‘‘ since 1913, 
‘‘ when this’ port did 47.15 per cent. 
‘‘ of the total foreign business, there 

‘ has been a decline to 41.20 per cent. 
‘in 1918.. In 1917 we did 44.46 per 
‘‘cent., and the decline this: year to 
‘* 41.20 per cent. represents a very 
‘* rapid falling off in the commerce 
‘* passing through the port.’’ This is 
the more remarkable bécause New 
York’s decrease was in spite of a 
large national increase of foreign 
trade. This port, therefore, is falling 
cff in comparison with the nation: be- 
cause other ports are gaining at the 
expense of New York. 

The reasons are so plentiful that 
they seem malicious. This port no 
longer complains alone of Federal neg- 
lect. Now it complains of Federal in- 
tention to reduce New York’s trade 
because of a congestion alleged to ex- 
ist. It would benefit the country if 
we were to have the means of doing 
the business, but the method taken is 
to divert trade. It is immemorial 
custom to give other ports a differen- 
tial rate in order that they may do 
business in competition with New 
York's advantages, but that no longer 
suffices. The Director General has 
refused to proraéte with the canal on 
which New York State and City have 
spent near $150,000,000 in order that 
the nation may starve its facilities. 
Meanwhile, trade is overtly routed via 
ether ports of export, and they are 
crowding the newspapers with adver- 
tisements to attract business which 
otherwise would come to New York. 
Railways ending in New Jersey are 
always under temptation to promote 
the establishment of trade on that 
side the harbor in order to collect the 
rate which, includes lighterage deliv- 
ery, ‘without, performing the costly 
service. There was a time when this 
motive caused separatist tendencies in 
New Jersey itself, but happily this 
danger to. the unity of the port. is 
averted for the present. New Jersey, 
no longer is seeking to divide the port, 
but is loyglly co-operating against the 
danger which threatens both States 
alike if-not equally. 

There is a, measure of reassurance in 
progress with the vehicular. tunnel to 
provide access to the great terminals 
which must grow up on the New Jer- 
sey side of the harbor if the port is 
unified. Thefe was a time when the 
meeting at the Chamber of Commerce 
today would not have been without 
risk of. casualties, and then there 
might have been hope of popular in- 
terest: Nothing of that sort is likely, 
but a fillip is given by publication of 
Mr. LINDENTHAL’s great scheme. It 
might be called too. great if it would 
have to be taken or left as a whole. 
The scalé of the proposal may be indi- 
cated by_the smal? share the vehicular 
tunnel plays in it. That would re- 
move the_reproach that while it costs 
27 cents to bring a ton here from 
Philadelphia it costs $3.65 to handle 
it at this terminal. It would cost less 
with the vehicular tunnel, but it 


‘would transfer the cost from the,rail- 
| ways. to the users of. the tunnel.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


' There is, or can be 
Inspiration 
Toward. relation between the 
Americanism: efforts of the vari- 
ous. organizations 
interested In the passage-of the’ so- 
‘called Americanigation bill now under 
consideration by the Education Com- 
mittees of both houses of Congress and 
the “ Roosevelt Exhibition’ which has 
béen planned by Professor W. A. Braun, 
the Dirécter of Columbia House. This 
exhibition, -too, is part of an American- 
ization plan—that. of Columbia Univer- 
sity—and no name is better calculated 
than that of Colonel Rooseveitt to call 
public attention to the need for making 
the people in this country, and as nearly 
all of them as possible, something more 
than merely residents of it. 

Himself so distinctly and distinctively 
American in every good sense of that 
word, the ‘Colonel was entirely, and 
therefore unpsually, free from the spirit 
or instinct of Know-Nothingism which 
lingers in so many representatives who, 
like him, are of the old American 
stocks. He’did not judge a man by the 
date at which he or his ancestors came 
to this country; he judged the man by 
what he was and thought and did, and 
he enthusiastically admittedoften ve- 








hemently asserted, indeed—that among 
our more recent arrivals there were 
some as truly American as were the 
best of those whose ancestors settled the 
original Thirteen Colonies. 

So every visitor who is attracted td 
the proposed Roosevelt Exhibition will 
get something and perhaps much of in- 
spiration from the many reminders that 
will there be seen of the Colonel’s varied. 
activities, and it will be inspiration to- 
ward the real and strenuous American- 
ism which his whole life typified so well 
—an Americanism,exempt. from preju- 
dices and proud only of achievement.

He Needed. the now nation wide- 
ly known OLe HANSON, is merely a man 
who met well a single emergency in his 
own vicinage, that impression should be 
short lived. There is more to him than 
that, and one indication of how much 
more, as well as a hint of its quality, is 
to be found in a brfef telegram that was 
sent by him to THe Times in response 
to a request that hé tell the paper, at 
whatever length he chose, what action 
he thought should be taken to counter- 
act Bolshevism in the United States. 
The reply showed both wisdom and cau- 
tion. Also it was brief. Here it is: 

Legislation fSr this purpose should be 
careful or else laws may be enacted 
which, while apparently meeting the pres- 
ent emergency, would threaten the rights 
of the American people. 1 am not pre- 
pared at this time to recommeng any defi- 
nite program. It is well to wait a few 
days until calmness and deliberation take 
the place of furor and tumult. Few if 

‘any repressive laws are needed if public 

officials fulfill theff oath of office. 

The last sentence in this communica- 
tion is especially worthy of thoughtful 
consideration. Too often, when trouble 
arises, the first thought is the passage 
of a new and fierce law. Mayor Han‘ 
SON overcame the /‘ revolution ’’ in his- 
city without any such help. He made it 
plain to the ‘‘ revolutionists’’ that he 
was going to enforce the law as it was, 
according to the oath he took when he 
became Mayor, and—well, as he put it, 
‘‘the revolution never reached first 
base,’’ which id good American and eas- 
ily understood.

Prohibition -Amendment | 
Power Expressty Reserved to States. 
To the Editor of The New. York Times: 

A gentleman signing himself Hye 
‘cinthe Ringrose | his- opinion | as a 
lawyer in a- t edition of a New 
York paper in baat to the prohibition 
amendment, that ‘No. provision or 
amendment -of the. Constitution is sub- 
ject to the adjudication of the Federal 
or State courts.” This opinion indi- 
gates a very) supetficial knowledge of 

e Federal Constjtution and the funda- 
nmiental principles underlying our; -Gov- 
érnment—a form of ignorance,that never 
seemed so prevalent among all 
of. our people as at present. . 

The United States Government is a 
federation of the Stat 
the adoption of the C tution » were 
as. sovereign and independént as are 
England, France, or Italy at this mo- 
ment, order to form our Federal 
Government it was necessary for the 
‘States to surrender nearly all of their 


\govereign. attributes—which they did— 


particularly with respect to our~inter- 
national relations. There were, how- 
ever. some sovereign powers which they 


‘| not only did not give up, but which, ‘o 


the tontrary, were very careful to r 
tain, because these powers were not 
only essential to their own welfare, but 
indispensable to the successful working 
of the federative system they were vena va 
lishing. 

“While these reserved powers weit 
generally understood to be recognized 
funder the Constitution as originally 
adopted, the people of the States were 
not altogether ‘satisfied, and preferred 
that these important matters <hould be 
put beyond any doubt or dispute; so 
shortly after the adoption of the ‘Con- 
stitution .ten amendments were added 
thereto, defining more certainly the 
respective rights and powers of the 
States and the Federal Government. 
The ninth and tenth amendments are us 
follows, ‘respectively : 

The enumeration in the Constitution of 
certain rights shall not be construed to 
deny or disparage others retained by the 
people. » 
The powers not nétbaated te the United 
States by the Constitution, nor’ prohibited 
by it to the States, are* reserved to- the 
Statés respectively, or to the people. 

For an authoritative statement of what 
are some of these reserved powers re- 
sort should be jhad to the decisions of 
the United States Supreme Court. In 
the so-called Slaughter House Cases the 
court held, for example, the police power 
to be among’ those that were xeserved 
by and to the States, which power re 
lates ‘to the health, the Morals, &c., of 
the people; and that the Thirteenth, | 
Fourteenth; and Fifteenth amendments 
of the Constitution, adopted after and 
as results of the civil war, did not 
impair in’ any way “such power, nor 
limit the subjects in relation té which 
H{ may be exercised for the protection 


. 


-OF its citizens. 


No State can be properly, deprived of 
these reserved powers without its con- 
sent, and any amendment of the, Con- 
stitution which nullifies or abridges 
these powers of the States, no matter 
by how many States it May have been 
ratified, is fundamentally void and of 
no effect within the States that reject 
or refuse to ratify such amendment; 
or in other words, any amendment which 
takes from the States any of the powers 
or élements of their local sovereignty 
expressly reserved by. them to. them- 
selves, must be ratified by every State 
in the Union in order to be effective 
in all and every part of ‘the Union. 

Now, in answer to the assertion of Mr. 
Ringrose above stated, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island, and, New Jersey have 
positively refused to ratify this proposed 
prohibition amendmgnt to the Federal 
Constitution, preferring, apparently, to 
retain to.themselves their police power 
over the liquor traffic within their own 
borders, which power’ they réfused ‘to 
surrender when the Constitution. was 
adopted, and the reservation of which 
was specifically recognized and con- 
ceded in the amendments of the Consti- 
tution hereinbefore quoted. Now, let us 
assume that the State of Connecticut 
licenses the sale of liquor within her 
territorial - jurisdiction after Congress 
shall have passed laws to muke effec- 
tive the prohibition amendment, and a 
citizen of that State should be prose- 
cuted in thé Federal Court for a viola- 
tion of such laws. Can it be doubted 
that on:a motion to™quash the indict- 
ment for the reasons and™upon_ the 
grounds herein stated the court (and the 
Supreme Court on appeal) would have 
to pass on and determine the questions 
at issue, for they would involve the very 
guilt or innocence of the accused, which 
could not. be otherwise decided; and, 
furthermore, that if it rightly decided 
the matter it would hold as herein indi- 
cated, or otherwise, in obedience to what 
appears to be a popular craze and obses- 
sion of a minority of the people, do vio- 
lence to the compact between the sev- 
eral.

"BRUSSELS, Feb. 14.—One has al- 
ways heard that King Albert fought 
for a principle. A visit to Brussels 
these days convinces one that a princi- 
ple was not ali King Albert fought 
for. The capital of doughty Belgium 
is today Brussels. The joyous Brussels 
started celebrating. the day the Ger- 
mans left, and it found the celebration 
ao pleasant it has not stopped yet. 
This ‘city of, elegance and beauty and 
dignity, of classic buildings and noble 
boulevards, is possessed of joy nowa- 
days, joy that is the outpouring of 


_ abundance of reaction from the sombre 


gife of four years of war: , If one had 
not known what Brussels suffered one 
might say its joy is the pent-up joy of 
fifty-two months. Possessed as it is of 
this wonderful joy,. incidentally Brus- 
sels is possessed of a hatred of the 
Hun which seems to me to transcend 
the hatred of the French for the 
boche, which, by the by, is no mean 
hatred. 

Being within motoring distance of 
Brussels I came here because I had 
heard that President Wilson-was com- 
ing to call on King Albert. The tip 
Was worth about as much as most tips 
newspapermen get, but the trip is 
worth the trouble, and it may be set 
forth that President Wilson ~denied 
himself great personal pleasure by not 
coming. For the name of America is 
something to conjure with here where 
they tell you they woujt have starved 
had it not been for America, and here 
the name of Wilson stands for all that 
is admirable. Brussels is the heart of 
Belgium, and Belgium’s heart’ beats 
strong for the U. S. A. 

There are many in America who 
would find things to shock them in 
Brussels. Every night is much like an 
old-fashioned New Year's Eve on 
Broadway. But who denies Brussels 
the right to celebrate? 

Coming -throngh ravaged Louvain, 
where for miles you pass down streets 
where with fateful regularity every 
other house is destroyed, and then on 
to the ancient paved road that ‘leads 
into the forest to the east of the capi- 
tal. Winding through this beauty’ a 


‘You “¢éme at last to a great boule- 


vard with a park in the middle and 
wide roadways on either side... There 
is nothing in America to match it. It 
was dark when we reached the city. 
Going to the Palace Hotel, near the 
Gare du Nord, we were told there 
were no ,ooms. After an hour’s search 
we got into the Hotel Metropole, in 
the Place Brouckere, which had just 
been opened after the proprietor, as 
he told us, had spent weeks in clean- 
ing it. The Germans had tived in it. 

We hadn't asked the price of our 
rooms, and so the great shock awaited 
us at dinner. The pricés of Brussels 
are the highest I have ever found. 
They make the proprietors of The 
boulevard cafés of Paris look cheap. 
In the café of the Hotel Metropole 
an order of fish is 15 francs’ steak 22 
francs, and ice cream 7% francs. I 
know, because I. paid for them. 

When we finished dinner it was 10 
o'clock. We called the head waiter 
and asked him what was open at that 
hour. ‘‘ The Palace Café, the big- 
gest,’’ he said, ** is not opcen. It opens 
at 11, Sir. You may find some few 
places open, but it is rather early, Sir. 
They hea all goen by midnight, how- 
ever.’ 

Now, we had come from the Rhine, 
where the lid goes on at 7 P. M., and 
had been to Paris, where nothing is to 
be had after 9:30. So we were sur- 
‘prised. 

Majer Bozeman Bulger, who was 
with me, said the Palace Café would 
do, so we started. We went out into 
a street ablaze and crowded with 
eivilians and soldiers, Belgian civilians 
and. English and Belgian soldiers. 
Every here and there was a French 
soldier, but no Americans. Every 
other house seeméd to be a café. 
From the doors of the first we passed 
came the.strains of ‘‘ Are You from 
Dixie? ’’ We both were, and so the 
evening seemed well started. Reach- 
ing the Palace Café about 11 o'clock; 
‘we found it half filled, but filling rap- 
idly. ‘There I saw the first evening 
clothes since leaving New York a year 
ago. Theré were innumerable pretty

They are worth something in Paris.

We made a tour of the beautiful 
capital from 11:to 1 o'clock through 
streets well-nigh deserted, for the city 
had not then awakened.

—there)is Palais de Jesc, one) of the 
handsomest buildings on earth, stand- 
ing atop a hill with a magnificent 
view. Near by is the new royal palace, 
which looks like twenty of the finest 
Fifth Avenue residences rolled into 
one. The Hotel de Ville looks more 
like a cathedral than a City Hall, and 
the world knows the dignity of Cathe- 
dral Saint Gudule. The 
change is & handsome Roman build- 
ing.

ALARMS BRIT. AIN 


Workers. Rejoin. to Government 
“Statement—Belt ast Men 
Reject Terms. 


LONDON, Feb. 14.—Following the de- 
cision of the Miners’ Federation to call 
for a strike ballot, the federation has 
issued an official reply -to the Govern- 
ment’s statement regarding the miners’ 
demands. ‘ 

This reply charges the Government 
with trying to turn public opinion 
against the miners and refuses to accept 
the data upon which the Government 
based its offer of a shilling a’ day in- 
crease in Wages. It says. that the miners’ 
demand for a 30 per cent: increase, with 
a six-hour day, is designed to raise their 
standard of living and not solely to 
meet the increased cost of living. 

These_ points are supported by long 
arguments, while the demand for. the 
nationalization of the mining pepatey 
is forgbly reiterated.

Montana Univ ersity intended to publish 
Professor Levine’s report and with this 
object in view late in last year he sub- 
mutted to Chancellor WHiliot his manu- 
script. The latter told him that he would 
have typewritten copies made and sub- 
mit them to the memoers of the Montana 
State Board of Education. Later the 
Chancellor wrote that he thought it un- 
wise to submit it and upon learnifig this 
the Professor wrote that he was willing 
to publish the essay himself. 

He had a conference with the Chan- 
cellor at which it is alleged the latter 
told him that the University wished to 
bring the pamphlet out. It was the sug- 
gestion of the Chancellor that the work 
‘could ‘go into type and be held until the 
Governor of the State as the head of the 
State Board of Education should say 
whether it should be printed or not.

Secretary’s Explanation Held to 
Clarify Financial District’s Views. 

Bankers in the financial district were 
very much interested yesterday in what 
Secretary Glass had had to say to the 
House Ways and Means Committee on 


| Thursday, especially his statement that 


in asking authorization for $10,000,000,000 
in definitive bonds, $10,000,000,000 in 
one to five year Treasury not@®, and an 
increase in the present authorization ef 
Treasury certificates of indebtedness 
from $8,000,000,000 to $10,000,000,000, he 
did not contemplate issuing all of these 
instruments, but wished to be empow- 
ered to use whichever of the three he 
might desire to avail himself of as oc- 
casion might require. Mr. Glass was 
quoted as saying: . 

“It cannot e too plainly stated that 
these three items are not cumulative. 
It is contemplated merely that authority 
should be given the Treasury to finance 
the existing and expected indebtedness, 
either by the issue of Treasury certifi- 
cates or by the use of notes or by the 
issue of bonds. It may be desirable to 
adopt all of these methods in succession.”’ 

When the first plan was reported from 
Washington, it appeared that the Sec- 
retary wanted all three clases of obli- 
gations available at once, and bankers 
were somewhat apprehensive, because 
the size of the expenditures Pho yom 
by additional requests for $30,000 
No one had expected anything like this 
total, and the reports received in New 
York were considered alarming. Now, 
the Secretary’s explanation cleared the 
Situation but at the same time it was 
contended in some quarters provisions 
should be made in the bill limiting the 
gross amount of all three classes of se- 
curities to $10,000,000,000. 

Senator Smoot’s proposal that the in- 
debtedness of allied countries to the 
United States Treasury, which, in round 
numbers now totals $8,000,000, ,000, be re- 
funded by the issuance of bonds guar- 
anteed by the United States, but pri- 
marily the obligations of the foreign 
countries which have borrowed from us, 
met with considerable interest. It was 
pointed out that such bonds, bearing 
from 5 to 6 per cent., probably would be 
very popular in foreign countries, no- 
tably in those which -had profited 
greatly by the war and were now look- 
ing for just such forms of investment.

While manufacturin not on a uni- 
form basis, plants in the West being 
relatively busier than those in the East, 
and sdéme lines doing better than others, 
hesitation remains a-conspicuous feature
